Hereas wee haue euer ſince it pleaſed God to eſtabliſh vs in the Imperiall Crowne 


| of Great Britaine, equally regarded the good of both the late Kingdomes of Scotland and 
England, now happily vnited in our Royal perſon in one Monarchie, euer minding to 
maintaine and continue the good and lowable cuſtomes and Lawes whereby each of 
them hath beene theſe many ages ſo wozthily gouerned : neuertheleſle ſome malitious 
| ſpirits,enemies tothat common tranquilitie ſo much deſired by vs(fozgetting the many 
| p2oofes both publique and pziuate, which we haue giuen of that our gratious affection 
to that our natiue and ancient countrey of Norch Bricai e, of the freedome, libertie and 
| — whereof wee haue at all occaſions taken ſo ſpeciall a patrociny, as the ſo⸗ 
lemne aſſemblies of the Eſtates of South Britaine, and Commiſſioners from the Eſtates 
=== of both Kingdomes haue beene eye witneſſes) haue not beene aſhamed to labour to per- 
uert the mindes ot our belt affected ſubiects,That whereas the inſolent andfactious carriage of ſome ofthem hath 
merited molt ſeuere animaduerſion, they would inſinuate themſelues in the commiſeration ol themultitude, by 
alluming vnto them a gloꝛious pꝛofeſlion of the maintaining of the Pziutledges and auctoz13ed diſcipline, inten⸗ 
ded by vs(as they affirme) tobe vtterly ouerthzowne by a ſudden and vnleatonable laying vpon them at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the Kites, Ceremonies,and whole Eccleſiaſticall oꝛder eſtabliſhed in the Church of this part of our Kingdome 
ol Britaine. And as wee haue euer carefully regarded how conuenient it is to maintaine euery Countrey in that 
kome ol gouernment which is fitteſt and can beſt agree with the conſtitution thereof, and how dangerous altera⸗ 
tions are without good aduice and mature deliberatton and that euen in matters ol oꝛder ofthe Church, in ſome 
ſmall Jlands vnder our Dominions, we haue abſtained from ſuffering any alteration: So doubt we not. but our 
good Subiects will neuer be that credulous contraryto the knowne trueth, which hath euer appeared clearelx in 
all our Actions, as to be in any doubt, but as in all our pꝛoceedings wee haue beene a Patrone of Religion and Ju- 
ſtice (two inſeparable conſeruers of all Monarchieg.) So hath all our ſtudy and care euer beene to retrench and 
retoꝛme all courſes that caried any pꝛeiudice to that integritie whereat wee haue euer aymed, and as by ſo many 
good Lawes ſet ſoꝛth in our gouernment, Juſtice hath attained to another perfection and ſplendoz, then it had in 
any our pꝛedeceſſoꝛs times, and with painelull and vnpleaſant buſineſle , wee haue in the diſcipline of the Church 
taken away innumerable abuſes and cozruptions, which if they had not beene remedied, had bꝛought the puritie 
of Religion in extreame danger. Pet wee hope that none dare be ſp impudent as to affirme that by our Soue⸗ 
raigne power, 02 abſolute commandement we did the ſame (although wee enioped our auctozitie as freely as any 
Bing oꝛ Monarch of the wozld ) but as the diſeaſe of the Ciuill body was euer cured by the aduiſe of our thzee 
Eſtates, So the defects of the Church by the helpe and counſell of thoſe who had greateſt intereſt inthem, So as 
the pꝛelumpeion of our by-gone actions in our adminiſtration, whiles wee were pzeſent, the pzoofe of our fas 
therly care towards this part of our Ringdome ſince our reſidence here, may be ſufficient to ſecure vs againtt all 
ſuch malitious calumniations. And how euer in rule of pollicie wee cannot but iudge it conuenient that two 
eſtates ſo inſeparably conioyned, ſhould be dꝛa wen to as great contoꝛmitie in all things as the good of both may 
ermit; And that no Monarchy either in Ciuilloꝛ Eccleũaſticall pollicie hath yet attained to that perfection, that 
needs no retoꝛmation, oꝛ thatinfinite occalions may not ariſe whereupon wiſe Pzinces will tozeſee foz the be- 
lite ol their States, iuſt cauſe of alteration: Pet are wee and haue euer beene reſolued, not to make any ſudden oz 
haſty change in the gouernement ot that part of our Kingdome, either Ciuill oz Eccleſiaſticall, but with graue 
aduice and conſent ot our Eſtates , andthe wiſeſt and beſt ſozt of them whom it moſt pzoperly concernes, much 
leſſe to trouble them with any vnneceſſary alteration of indifferent and Ceremoniall matters, and that vpon ſuch 
fozeleene aduantages, and pzeuention of confuſion and euill to come, as the greateſt enemies of all Peace, obe⸗ 
dience to Pzinces, and ozder in all gouernments ſhall not obtrude any inconuenient to the contrary. And as by 
Gods holy alliance , wee haue dzawne that part ol our Kingdome out of infinite troubles, factions, and cruell 
barbarities, and reduced the vttermolt bozders and confines thereof to Gods obedience, andacknowledgingof 
our Lawes; (an Eſtate neuer heardof befoze, ſince this Jlandhath beene inhabited) So by the ſame pꝛo⸗ 
uidence and our fatherly care ouer the whole 'Jland, wee intend to tranſmit the ſame in good o2der , quiet- 
neſle, and pollicie to that poſteritie where with God hath bleſſed vs, and after them to the worlds end. 
Like as foꝛ the moꝛe cation of our Ponourable intention, and to ſtop the mouthes of theſe vnquiet ſpirits, 
raiſers of that falſeſcandallofalteration, me haue appointed a aſſembly tobe holden at Dundee the laſt 
Tueſday of July, whereat we — — of thole diſozders in ſo karre as belongeth to their cenſure, and 
to be freed in time comming ol all tuch calumnies.
